On Saturday May 20th , Miami Shores Village celebrated the long-
awaited opening of the Library’s Sydow Children & Family Wing 
with a live show from the Miami Children’s Museum, face painting, 
balloons, a bounce house, and pizza and cupcakes for all! The new 
wing was made possible with a generous $100,000 bequest from 
Phil and Flip Sydow and a $50,000 matching donation from the 
Bolton Family.  Additional support was provided by Miami Shores 
Village, residents and friends of the library.  The Brockway 
Memorial Library Board and Staff wish to thank the community 
for their overwhelming support and patience during the span of 
the project.  The new space will serve as a performance area for 
workshops, live shows, children’s programming and more!

On Tuesday, May 9th, South Florida People of Color (SFPoC) and 
Brockway Memorial Library commemorated Haitian Heritage 
Month with a presentation by Emmy award-winning, Miami 
Herald correspondent and Pulitzer Prize finalist, Jacqueline 
Charles. Ms. Charles discussed her “Made in Miami” series 
which gave the audience a glimpse inside Haiti’s troubled 
political landscape and her investigation into the assassination 
of President Jovenel Moise. The presentation concluded 
with a Q&A session and an informative legislative update by 
State Representative, Dotie Joseph. Among the many who 
attended were several Herald journalists and editors, former 
Councilwoman, Katia St. Fleur, and three former MSV mayors: 
Sandra Harris, Crystal Wagar, and Alice Burch.  A sampling 
of delicious Haitian fare was provided by Pierre’s Caribbean 
Cuisine, and the wine was sponsored by Robert Bourne Real 
Estate LLC. Many thanks to all who made this community-
building event such a success. Vive la Ayiti!  This was the third 
in a series on local journalism and more are planned.  Stay 
tuned!
